Quick Q&A On Dual Enrollment/Dual Credit 



While in high school, students can get 
a jump start in a college Career 
Technology program at Shelton State 
through Dual Enrollment/Dual Credit 
or through the Accelerated High 
School Program. These courses can 
lead to an Associate in Applied 
Science degree or certificate and can 
unlock early opportunities for employ- 
ment in today's technically demanding 
workplace. Good jobs require a good 
education. Career Technical programs 
are an important component of the 
opportunities for high school students 
at Shelton State. 

What is Dual Enrollment / 
Dual Credit? Dual Enrollment means 



that a student is taking a class that 
will be used for both high school AND 
for college credit. 

What courses can a student 
take? Courses are designated as 
appropriate for Dual Enrollment 
through agreements reached between 
the high school and Shelton State. A 
variety of courses in career technical 
and academic transfer programs are 
available depending on the career goal 
of the student. 

What is Accelerated High 
School? Accelerated High School 
means that a high school student is 
taking a college course with will count 
for college credit. Unlike Dual 



Enrollment/Dual Credit, the student 
does not receive high school credit for 
the class. 

What courses can be taken in 
the Accelerated High School Program? A 
variety of courses in career technical 
and academic transfer programs are 
available depending on the career goal 
of the student. Unlike Dual 
Enrollment/Dual Credit, there are no 
restrictions on the courses that may be 
taken. 

How do college classes fit into a 
high school schedule? With approval 
from the local high school, students 
may take courses at Shelton State dur-

Want to help your students get a head 
start on college this summer? 
Encourage them to apply for the 
Shelton Summer Studies (S3) program. 

Shelton Summer Studies is an 
excellent way for students to get a head 
start on their college career. It is a 
wonderful opportunity for students 
who plan to continue their education 
at Shelton State and for those students 
who will be attending another institu- 
tion in the fall. With proper planning, 
general academic courses should trans- 
fer to any college or university. 
Each summer thousands of dollars des- 
ignated for financial aid and scholar- 
ships go unused. Shelton Summer 
Studies (S3) is a program designed to 
help graduating seniors get a head start 
on college by applying for these 
untapped funds. 

Any student who graduates 
from high school in spring 2005 with 
the Standard or Advanced High 
School diploma is eligible to apply. 

There are four great reasons to 
enroll in the Shelton Summer Studies 
program: Shelton State S3 Program has 
no effect on any other financial aid, 
the Shelton State S3 Program will not 
affect plans to attend another school 
in the fall, beginning college freshmen 
can save valuable time and money, 
and there is no application fee. 

The Shelton Summer Studies 
application deadline is May 1, 2005.

Each workshop is limited to 
30 applicants, so advance registration 
is required.

Prior to attending a FAFSA 
workshop, students and/or parents 
will need to go on line at 
www.pin.ed.gov and apply for a per- 
sonal identification number (PIN). If 
the student is a dependent, at least 
one parent will need to apply for the 
PIN. 

The student, or parents if the 
student is a dependant, must have 
already filed their 2003 and/or 2004 
Federal Tax Returns. Please bring a 
copy of the completed federal tax 
forms for the year of assistance. For 
example, for 2004-2005 FAFSA, you 
will need your 2003 Federal Tax 
Forms. For 2005-2006 FAFSA, you will 
need the completed 2004 Federal Tax 
Forms. 

Dependent applicants will 
need to have the certain information 
on thier parent(s) marital status. For 
divorced or separated parents the 
Custodial Parent's Date of Separation 
or Divorce, Parent's Social Security 
Number, Parent's Date of birth, 
Custodial Parent's Tax forms. 

For remarried or married par- 
ents, including stepparents, Date of 
Marriage, Parent and Stepparent Social 
Security Number, Parent and 
Stepparent Date of Birth and Parent 
and stepparent Tax Forms.
